GLOATING 


Over the Defeat of the International Bi- 


tuetalism Scheme. 


They Condemn the Double Stand- 


ard and Assume a Fancied Se- 
curity—Letters From Friends of 
the Gold Standard. 


New Tork. Nov. 10.—Among the lelters 


rea^l at the BGini-cnnunl meeting of tlie 
executive committee of the Nntlonal 
Boimd Sloney league "svas ono from J. 
Sterling Morton, vlco president of the 
league for Nebraska.-who wrote: 
"Mr. 


Bryan and hts dtaclples arc actively en- 
Kasred In a propaeandaof tlie money fal- 
lacies. They have united In one con- 
glomerate ojl the fajuitlcu. blcots and 
idiots In.thla state for the purpose of up- 
holding free coinage ot silver at a ratio 
of 1C to 1. It Is very painful to observe 
that thla aggregation may quite possibly 
molts a majority ot 20,000 at the coming 
election by the candidates who represent 
oil that la InJmical nnd disastrous to 
agriculture, nnd In- fact to Bound gov- 
ernment everywhere." 


Judge William Rose, vice president of 


the league for Arkansas, wrote: "Thero 
la no change In this state. There IB an 
overwhelming majority for free silver 
and Drya-nism In every congressional 
district." 


Charles P. Lioby, vice president of the 


league for Maine, wrote In part: "So 
fnr as Maine la concerned I do not think 
that th> silver question will be an Issue 
In the congressional campaign nrxi j-ear. 
I think that there Is a. feeling that n more 
elastic bftnMng system Is needed thaji 
Is afforded by the present bonk system, 
nnd many believe that the government 
Bhoulil go out of the banking business. 
On one point there seems to be greater 
unanimity of sentiment, that tlie 'end- 
less chain1 should In some way be broken 
up by what gold fcr taken out of 
the 


United States treasury and tho system 
remedied so that the government rather 
lhan the bankn shall have the burden of 
supplying all the jrold tljjU 13 needed." 


ST. E. Ingolls of Cincinnati here re- 


marked: "The result of the recent cam- 
paign shows conclusively that the south 
will again drift back to the Democracy 
and freefllver." 


James L. Blair of St. Louis wrote: 


"On the whole I cannot say that I feel 
enconroKed over the situation In Mis- 
souri. I fully recognize Uiat the strength 
of the silver.Democracy In this state is 
wholly due to lack of education on that 
subject, and I nee no means at hand 
whereoy they can be Bumdenlly In- 
formed before the next election to ma- 
terially reduce .their numbers. Repub- 
lican candidates for congress have un- 
biuphlngly advocated free coinage of 
Bllver." 


W. O. Cornwall of HulTaJo reported 


thnt as far aa he could ascertain both 


• In the eastern and western parts of the 


slate the free silver sentiment was actu- 
ally dying out. 


Louts K. F,hrtch of Colorado Springs 


reported that nothing but better times 
can bring about a change In the free 
pllver sentiment In Colorado. He said: 
"I would now suggest that the league 
come out boldly and ask the president 
of the United States to proclaim the gold 
standard aa the money basis of the coun- 
try." 


President Lelgliton thought It Inex- 


pedient for the league to commit Itself 
upon the point at present, 


A committee appointed to prepare a 


declaration on International bimetal- 
lism submitted the following, which the 
league accepted: 


"The executive committee of the Xa- 


tlohal Sound Money league. In behalf of 
Its' members throughout 
the United 


States, Issues the foliowlngaddress: In- 
ternational bimetallism as a world pos- 
sibility Is dead. Let us recognize this. 
The International bimetallic commission 
appointed under'the St. Louis pledge of 
the Republican party have made strenu- 
ous efforts on behalf of this policy. 
These effoi-ts have proved futile. The 
commercial necessities or the world have 
demonstrated that a dual standard is 
commercially unacceptable and, In the 
present stage of civilization. Impossible. 
The hour has come. It seems to us, when 
a national recognition of this fact Is 
necessary. 


"The' situation demands R definite, 


clear, unequivocal declaration that In- 
ternational bimetallism is a dream of 
the past. The United States must pro- 
claim their acceptance of the world-fact 
and plant themselves finally on the single- 
gold standard. The proclamation of 
this monetary position will quicken our 
commerce, Increase foreign Investment 
and make permanent the prosperous 
conditions which have begun to manifest 
themselves in our country. 


"We Invite the friends of sound money 


and all who would contribute Lo the well 
betns nnd safely of our commercial life 
to Join In bringing about the unmistak- 
able declaration that now and hence- 
forth the monetary system of the United 
States shall rest on tha single gold 
standard." 


Tho members of the committee stated 


that "resident McKinley had Intimated 
his intention of recommending in hts 
next message to congress the advisa- 
bility of separating the l.«sue department 
of the treasury from the regular gov- 
ernment expense accounts. In other 
words. It will be proposed to hold the 
Bold reserve as a redemption fund for 
greenbacks and to make the gold and 
greenbacks 
Interchangeable: It 
waa 


iald that the president had spoken freely 
on Monday with a prominent oJllclal of 
the league on this question.
